Others interested are also 
Invited,- vBt'ate3. farm adviser Nich- 
olas. 
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Economic Highlights 

A century, put. in historical perspective, is only 
a moment. Yet within the last century, and mostly 
within its final 50 years, the economic and social 
structure of this and other Western countries has 
undergone thorough change. 

That point was made by T. S. Petersen, presi- 
dent of .the Standard OH Company of California, in 
an address before a group of visiting Japanese busi- 
nessmen. He added: rt Is it any wonder that many 
people still do not understand what 'has happened, 
•and is still happening." . Then he went on to des- 
cribe the development of the modern business phil- 
osophy, with particular emphasis on the change in 
.the character and role of management. 

In an earlier and simpler era, such manufactur- 
ing as existed was carried on by individuals or small 
groups. Their activities had little effect on the wel- 
fare of anyone hut themselves. They could do what- 
ever they liked, *wi thin the limitations of the laws 
of the time. 

Then came the corporation — and a new age. The 
corporation, by J enabling many . people to combine 
manpower and money, was able to meet the public's 
wants with unprecedented efficiency and celerity. 
At the same time, as Mr. Petersen said, "The cor- 
poration's great power was subject to misuses and 
abuses. . . . Something had to be done ... to make 
certain that the great power of the corporation 
would be used for good and not for bad." 

Thus, a system of checks and balances — analagous 
to those within our three-branched federal govern- 
ment—came into being. The groups exercising the 
checks and balances are the stockholders, the em- 
ployes, the customers, . the government, and the gen- 
eral public. To quote Mr. Petersen again, "Each of 
these groups has an important Influence on the way 
we conduct our business — and rightly so." 

Yet these groups often have conflicting desires 
and interests. The atockholdcr wants the highest" 
dividends and, the lowest costs which will make! 
them possible — vWille the employe wants the high- 
est wages. The customer wants the lowest prices, 
and the government and the general public may 
want various other things. That brings up a prob- 



lem faced by the managers of industry: Where do 
they stand and where' should their, loyalties He in 
this conflict of interests? 

Before answering, Mr. Petersen described the 
position of the manager In modern industrial Amer- 
ica, He is a paid employe. In the past, by compari- 
son, owner and manager were generally one and the 
same person. Today's manager usually has only a 
small stock interest in the corporation he represents. 
Thus, in Mr. Petersen's phrase, "he is basically a 
supervisor, or overseer." 

From this, Mr. Petersen has shaped a philosophy 
of management which fits the conditions of the pres- 
ent—and vividly indicates the virtual revolution that 
has taken place in 50 years or so. It' is this: "The 
foremost objective of management, . is to balance the 
conflicts and differences of interested groups, to 
the end that none enjoys an advantage at the expense 
of another." 

"Onward for God and My Country" 

The Boy Scouts of America' observes its 40th 
birthday during Boy Scout Week, February 6 to 12, 
with its membership: at an all-time high of 4,100,000 
boys and adult leaders. Since .1910 more than 24% 
million Americans have shared in its leisure-time 
program. There Is /scarcely an American family 
that docs not know of Scouting at first hand. 

To mark this birthday the organization launches a 
Four- Year Program with the theme "Onward for 
God and. My Country." 

The Boy Scouts of America seek "through or- 
ganized and trained man power to give an increas- 
ingly better program to an increasing number of 
the nation's youth," says Dr. Arthur A. Schuck, Chief 
Scout Executive, and to "help today's., youth to : 'Be 
Prepared' as citizens of character, to be prepared in 
body, skill, spirit, will, and as a member of a team." 

The Chief Scout Executive feels that this pro- 
gram is launched at a time when it. is evideqt that 
increased emphasis on our free way of life is import- 
ant. For the safety and welfare of the United States, 
he holds, a patriotism of the highest type is essen- 
tial, a patriotism built on a firm spiritual foundation. 

"As Scouting now influences the lives of three 
million boys," he says, "we must help them to the 
realization and acceptance of God as the guiding 
power of the universe. We must interpret and find 
additional methods to help a Scout in his own re- 
ligious life to fulfill his obligation to God as stated 
in the Scout Oath and Law." £ 

The "Onward for God and My Country," program 
also seeks to give youth opportunities to develop phy- 
sical fitness, self-reliance, a sense of personal re- 
sponsibility, a spirit of helping people, a willingness 
to share, and an understanding of government's demo- 
cratic processes.

In olden days the ladles manu- 
factured their own home cures, 
Today, science supplies ready- 
packaged potent pills' and other 
paraphernalia, for colds or cold 
feet. But It's still the lady of the 
house that minds the medicine 
chest, just as In previous times 
when the treatments' weren't as 
good— but Just as interesting. 

The cold Itself was 'a veritable 
repository for ,odd .treatments, 
probably because' it oven then af- 
fected so many that there was 
bound to be a plethora of favorite, 
"remedies." Old "medicine 
books," for instance, * list .the fol- 
lowing treatments for colds and 
sore throats: a -piece of fat meat 
with pepper tied around the neck 
was supposed to work wonders;, 
'the 'grease from a'Chrjstmas goose 
was said to be invaluable; mus-. 
tard and onion poultices were de 
rlgeur in thousands of households; 
rock candy and whiskey ; were, 
looked upon with extreme fond- 
ness. 

A leading superstition that drew 
a lot of adherents was If you ate 
from a blue dish, wore a blue 
ribbon, drank tonic from a blue 
bottle and downed a quart of stol-* 
en milk— your cold would van- 
ish. Presumably into the blue. 



Rare Minerals 
Laboratory-Made 

LOS ANGELES— By subjecting 
minerals to combinations of tem- 
peratures and pressures consid- 
erably higher than those previ- 
ously achieved in the laboratory, 
UCLA geophysicists have created 
minerals rarely found near the 
earth's surface. 

. Using a laboratory device called 
the "simple squeezer," conditions 
that formed minerals at extreme 
depths in the " earth's crust have 
been duplicated. 

Prom common quartz they have 
created coesite — a dense mineral 
which can exist only 40 miles or 
snore deep. in the earth.; They have, 
made jade from, feldspar and ara- 
gonlte from limestone.. 

The scientists have also been 
able to make various dense alum- 
inous minerals from ordinary clay. 
'From data on temperatures and 
pressures required to make these 
minerals, the depths at which 
similar minerals are formed " In 
the earth's crust can be deter- 
mined.

Good— 1956 Outlook 
Also Favorable 

NEW YORK— In 1095' the health 
record of the American people 
appeared exceptionally good And 
the prospects for 1050 seem even 
more favorable. 

The death rate for the year, 0,2 
per 1,000 population In the United 
States, la close to the 1054 figure, 
the lowest on record, This marks 
the eighth successive year for 
which the death rate for the coun- 
try has been below 10 per 1,000 
population. In 1045, only one de- 
cade ago, the death rate was 10.0 
per 1,000 population, one-sixth 
above the level for 1055. 

A notable feature of tho 1055 
record Js another substantial re- 
duction in mortality from tubercu- 
losis. For the first time the death 
rate from this disease Is some- 
.what less than 10 per- 100,000 of 
tho population, This represents a 
decline of about one-tenth from 
tho previous year. Just one de- 
cade ago, In 1045, the tubercu- 
losis death rate was almost four 
times tho 1055 level. 

Mortality from Influenza and 
pneumonia continued at a low lev- 
el In 1055. 



Grocery Sales 
Setting New Highs 

NEW YORK— Food and grocery 
consumption In 1055 set n new 
high recor'd and even further in- 
creases are In prospect for 1050, 
according to Paul "5. Willis, pres- 
ident, Grocery Manufacturers of 
America, "Total consumer food 
expenditures In 1055 have appar- 
ently established a new all-time 
record of about $00 billion, com- 
pared with $04 'A billion in 1054 
and $10 billion in 1039." he said, 
"and with population continuing 
to grow, and with consumer In- 
come on the increase, food spend- 
ing can readily top $71 billion 
next year." 

Taking a longer look ahead, 
Mr. Willis forsees the distinct pos- 
sibility of a $100 billion annual 
food expenditure by 1005— provid- 
ed grocery manufacturers and 
distributors meet the Increasingly 
effective competition of other in- 
dustries bidding so vigorously for. 
a larger share of the consumer's 
dollar. 

A recent study showed "name" 
brands to be a big factor in 1055 
sales. For 41 commodity groups 
surveyed, major advertised brands 

accounted for 70 per cent of the 
market as compared with 74 per 
cent In 1051. Stores stocking sev- 
en brands of a given classification 
has sales ranging from 48 per 
cent to 375 per /cent greater than 
stores stocking* only one brand. 



Monte Carlo Often 
Has Its Share 
Of Money Problems 

•WASHINGTON — Monaco, sec- 
ond smallest nation In the world, 
where Monte Carlo traditionally 
symbolizes flowing wealth, has 
money troubles just like the rest 
of the global family. 

Ordinarily, financial affairs tie 
easily together in the 370-acre 
state on tho Ligurlan Sea by the 
French Riviera. Monaco func- 
tions on tobacco, taxes, postage 
stamp sale;) and fees from Monte 
Carlo's casino and its gambling 
concession. But a recent run on 
Monaco's biggest brink, The Monte 
Carol Banking and Precious Met- 
als Society, despite hurried gov- 
ernment assistance, caused the 
bank to close its doors. With it 
fell four cabinet ministers. 

Monte Carlo's ornate salons of 
chance by law may not be patron- 
ized by citizens of Monaco, Num- 
bering only 2,000 in a cosmopoli- 
tan population of 23,000, they may 
work in Monte Carlo's gambling 
rooms, hotels and resorts, but 
they are not permitted to gam- 
ble. In return, Monacans pay no 
income tax. 

Monaco Is world renown as a 
vacation spot and visitors long 
remember the sight of pnstel-hued 
villas in the sun-drenched foot- 
hills of the Maritime Alps. Sports 
lure many visitors. 



Motorcycle Accidents 
Kill Thousand Yearly 

NEW YORK— Accidents Involv- 
ing motorcycles' account for ap- 
proximately 1,000 deaths yearly 
In the United States, statisticians 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company report. 

About' 800 of .these deaths re- 
sult from injuries sustained by 
motorcyclists or motorcycle pas- 
sengers, and most of the remain- 
der are pedestrians killed by mo- 
torcycles. In addition, a few 
deaths each year occur among 
riders of bicycles and occupants 
of automobiles in collisions be- 
tween vehicles 'and 'motorcycles. 
. In the life Insurance company's 
experience ..among > Its industrial 
policyholders, the highest death 
rates for motorcycles, as might 
be expected, arc among young 
males— ages 15 to 24. 

Somewhat over half of the pol- 
icyholders fatally injured while 
riding motorcycles died as a re- 
sult of collisions with automobiles, 
trucks or other motor vehicles. 
An additional two-fifths lost their 
Uvea when ( motqr cycles • over- 
turned or run oft tho road.'

Last year more than 4,000,000 
American women had babies. Al- 
most as many of them were hav- 
ing their second child as were 
having their first. This is the 
first time since accurate birth 
records have been kept that this 
situation has occurred. A surpris- 
ingly largo number of women had 
their fifth chUd, 

Not only are today's women 
having more babies than their 
jazz age and depression era par- 
ents, they are having them at an 
earlier age. According to latest 
statistics; one out of every two 

married women already has had 
a baby by the time she reaches 
her 21st birthday.

nearly $1,000 comprised a .22 caliber 
pistol; .12 gauge Marlin pump shot- 
gun; .16 gauge L. S. Smith shotgun; 
.410 gauge double barreled shotgun; 
a 30-30 rifle; a 30-06 rifle; a .22- 
caliber Winchester rifle; a .38 cali- 
ber Colt police special revolver and 
a .22 caliber Smith and Wesson re- 
volver. 

Also taken was camping equip- 
ment including a 12 x 12 foot tent, 
a two-man tent, a three-burner 
Coleman camp stove, a folding table 
and chair set, and a quantity of fish- 
ing tackle. 

A Zenith radio also was taken. 

The safe was one that Mr. Spier- 
ing . purchased a number of years 
ago to protect his stamp collection 
from fire. The thieves took only

Ransacked House Two Months Ago

that the burglars were the same 
ones who broke into the house 
through a south bedroom window 
about two months ago. Although 
they ransacked the house at that 
time they took nothing although the 
pifigy banks were in plain sight. 

It is believed that they cased the 
place at that time and returned with 
equipment and a conveyance better 
to handle the loot.

An electric blanket and other 
bcdclothlng taken from a bed were 
evidently used over the windows to 
screen any of the action of the burg- 
lars. 

They were of the opinion that 
the burglars studied the place 
thoroughly over a period of time 
and knew just when the Leables 
came and left the residence. 

Insurance Doesn't Cover Loss 

After the place was ransacked the 
first time, the Spierings obtained 
burglary insurance of $5,000, believ- 
ing that it would be sufficient be- 
cause they didn't think a burglar 
(vould be able to get in the safe 
where, their property of greatest 
value was placed. 

The insurance doesn't cover more 
than $100 cash loss and the other 
restrictions will reduce the cover- 



age to 50 per cent of the policy,
